PREFACE 

Nearly eveiybody who writes the genealogy of a 
family finds» sooner or Iater» that the undertaking is 
greater and more difficult than was expected. I 
began this work» mainly through correspondence, six 
years ago, trying to locate somebody who had escaped 
'*the pale horse and his rider'' long enough to have 
learned something of the traditions that have come 
down to us from our ancestry. I have not been veiy 
successful in finding such persons, and am surprised 
to learn how little nearly all of us know about our 
own people. 

To the many kind friends who have furnished val- 
uable information with family records etc., I herewith 
acknowledge great indebtedness, and return sincere 
thanks to each and all. 

Especially am I indebted to Mrs. Anna Martha 
Moss, (granddaughter of William Elliott, who was a 
brother of my grandfather, John Elliott, (1) and who 
was one of the only two survivors of the wreck of the 
Faithful Steward, in Mahogany Bay on the coast of 
New Jersey) of Paden, Oklahoma, for nearly all that 
I have learned about the descendants of her grandfather. 

Horace H. Elliott of Chicago has also rendered 
much valuable assistance in gathering material for 
the work and in its publication. Mrs. Kate B. Maple 
and William S. Morrill also are deserving of mention 
in this connection, having furnished me pictures of the 
old house and the graves. And now, at the end of it 
all, there is a feeling of disappointment — ^that it is 
not as complete as I would like; but I have not pur- 
posely ignored anybody and have made an honest 
effort to get all the information obtainable under the 

circumstances.

After I got this work fairly started there was a space 
of three or four years in which there was little progress 
made with it, owing in a measure to my own physical 
infirmities; but my son, E. F. Elliott, recently returned 
home and has done much that was necessary to finish 
the work. Some sketches that he has written are 
followed by his initials. 

I realize that the record of many branches of the 
family is very incomplete and will be a disappointment 
to them as well as myself, and I hope that some younger 
person may be encouraged to take this as a basis 
and publish a book that will be complete. There 
are perhaps not more than a half dozen people living 
who have heard, from the older descendants of John 
and William Elliott, the story of the shipwreck and 
it was mainly with a view of preserving this early 
history, by having it published, that I began the 
work. I did not expect then to make it complete 
as regards the later generations and even if I had, 
my age, and my desire to have it published in the near 
future, precludes, the possibility of doing so. That 
there will be errors in dates in this work there is little 
doubt. In fact dates that will appear correct to some 
will seem erroneous to others, as some of them are a 
matter of memory and not of record and in some 
instances members of the same family disagree. 

The name (Elliott), so far as I know, is always 
spelled the same way by all the descendants of John 
and William Elliott; but others spell it in various 
ways. Gen. Isaac H. Elliott, now living at Dexter, 
N. M., sent me an article from the Los Angeles Times, 
written by a special contributor, concerning prominent 
men of the name who were conspicuous in the affairs 
of the world from the days of William the Conqueror 
down to comparatively recent times.

It is impossible, of course, for me to determine the 
relationship between the Elliotts mentioned in this 
article and those of our own branch of the family, 
but that a relationship does exist there is little doubt, 
and for that reason I have thought it proper to reprint 
the article in full. 

It is, however, to be regretted that in numerous 
cases valuable statistics might have been added if 
continued requests had not been met with entire 
indifference, and were often void of recognition. 

Once again expressing the hope that this partial 
and necessarily imperfect work may stimulate some 
future historian to more complete efforts, I present 
it to its readers, sincerely trusting that it may be of 
some little value to those descendants of our common 
ancestry.

Variations of the name Eliot besides the more common 
forms Eliott, Elliot and Elliott, are Ellis, Ellison, 
Elson, Elliotson, Eliett, Ellet, EUey, Ellery, Eleot, 
Elyot, Ellyeta, Elyotte, Eyllyott, Lelliot and Allot. 
The Norman knight, William de Allot, was the first 
who began to make history; from his time on to the end 
of the fourteenth century the name began with "A;" it 
was then replaced by "E." 

When William the Conqueror first set foot upon Eng- 
lish soil he stumbled and fell, but he had the presence of 
mind to turn the omen to advantage by crying out that 
he had taken possession of the country, and a soldier 
running to a cottage took some thatch, which he pre- 
sented to his general, as if giving him seigin of the king- 
dom. Just here comes an Eliot upon the scene. Sir 
William de Allot drew his sword and swore by the honor 
of a soldier that he would maintain, at the hazard of 
his blood, the right of his lord to the sovereignty of the 
country. For this right worthy and loyal bearing, 
William added to his coat of arms the motto Per Saxa, 
Per Ignes, Fortiter et Recte. 

Skipping over a few centuries and past others of the 
family who have been bright and shining lights in their 
several ways and generation, we come to another 
doughty warrior, George Augustus Eliott, always and 
forever known as the defender of Gibraltar. He had 
distinguished himself during the seven years war in 
Germany, but it was Gibraltar which gave him the 
opportunity of his life; there he withstood a siege per- 
haps unparalleled in the history of civilized warfare. 
He was honored with the title Lord Heathfield, Baron 
of Gibraltar, and an addition granted to his arms — ^the 
castle of Gibraltar for crest and the legend of Plus Ultra. 
His shield was the same as that reproduced with this 
sketch. The title became extinct with his son.

The Eliot family can point to its martyr, Sir John 
Eliot, pure patriot and eloquent statesman, who paid 
the price of consistency to principle with his head. 
This in the troublous times of Charles I. The prime 
pilot of his time was Hugh Elyot, who with one other 
discovered Newfoundland in 1527. He was from 
Somersetshire, where descendants of de Allot settled; 
Devon and Cornwall were also their strongholds, par- 
ticularly Port Eliot, Cornwall. There is also a town 
in the north of Scotland called Eliot. One of the Lord 
Eliots of Port Eliot was an early patron of Joshua 
Reynolds. Nearer our own time, we find that Queen 
Victoria's valued adviser, especially on family matters, 
was Edward Eliot, the third Earl of St. Germans. 

When the ship Lyon dropped anchor in Plymouth 
Harbor, about ten years after the arrival of the May- 
flower, the first Eliot arrived. He was John Eliot, 
Apostle to the Indians. The first entry on the record 
of ''marriages" of Roxbury, Mass., wasi that of Eliot 
and Hanna Mumford, September 1, 1632. To use 
his own words, she proved ''a dear, faithful, pious, 
prudent, prayerful wife." 

Of their six children, the only one who left descend- 
ants of the Eliot name was Rev. Joseph Eliot of Guil- 
ford, Ct. Fitz Greene Halleck and Prof. Elisha Mitchell 
were of this branch of the Eliot family. 

In Salem, one of the jurors of the witchcraft trials 
was Andrew Eliot, who came to this coimtry in 1670. 
For the part he took in helping to condenm witches, so 
called, to death, he afterward reproached himself bit- 
terly, declaring that he would do ''none of such things 
again on such grounds for the whole world." 

In King Philip's War we find Henry Eliot took part. 
John and David Eliot were brothers, and from New 
Hampshire were early on the ground at the battle of 
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Bunker HiU» and in the hottest of the fight. Each man 
had but a gill of powder and fifteen balls dealt out to 
him. David Eliot had only his fowling piece, which 
after a few rapid discharges became dangerous to handle. 
Just then he discovered a good musket on the ground, 
which he quickly appropriated. David was a surveyor, 
and surveyed nearly half of the State of New Hamp- 
shire, James Eliot of Massachusetts was in the Revolu- 
tion, also Andrew Eliot, who was but a youth at the 
outbreak of hostilities. Maj. Bernard Elliott com- 
manded at Fort Moultrie in the War of Independence, 
and its first flag was made by his wife. '"Stand by 
these colors," she said, '*so long as they wave in the air 
of Kberty." 

At the meetings of the Eliot Family Association 
many interesting anecdotes are told and traditions 
passed along. The first reuinon of the descendants of 
John Eliot, Apostle, was held at Guilford, Ct., in 1875. 
Other meetings have been held under an old oak, the 
meeting-house, as it was called, of the Apostle, at South 
Natick, Mass. Relics brought together at such times 
are an Indian Bible and a Bay psalm book; the latter 
was the first book printed in this country, in Cambridge, 
Mass., 1640. Copies are so rare that one has been sold 
for $1200. Of Ehot's Indian Primer but two copies are 
extant, of which one is in the British Museum. 

It has been suggested that John Eliot's wife was the 
first Christian Scientist. Her husbands' gifts to charity 
and his small salary made it difficult for her to obtain 
subsistence for her family. She perhaps nourished them 
upon the solid pabulum of mental suggestion. 

One of the number at a recent family reunion dropped 
into poetry anent the orthography of the name: 
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'They have doubled the T 
To make it swell; 
They have added the Y 
To be odd, you see. 
Some have put a *y' 
In the place of an %* 
But still it spells 
E-l-i-o-t." 

One reason thus did the great Eliot spell his name. 

The coat of arms reproduced is azure in bend, a baton 
or crest, a hand coupled at the wrist in armor, holding 
a cutlass in bend. Motto, Per Saxa, Per Ignes, Fortiter 
et Recte — over rocks, through fire, bravely and honor- 
ably. Of the colors emblazoned, or denotes generosity 
and elevation of mind, azure loyalty and truth. An 
arm is armor, one fitted for the performance of his 
enterprises; a sword, justice and military honor, or 
virtue in warlike deeds. 

Modifications of these arms were borne by most of 
the Scottish and some of the English branches of the 
family. In the sixteenth century the Devonshire and 
Cornwall families adopted arms, argent, a fess gules 
between four cotises wavy azure; a mullet for difference. 
Crest, an elephant's head. This is found in the Visita- 
tion of Devonshire, 1620. One Eliot arms in the Visita- 
tion of Cornwall has twelve quarterings. Eliot arms 
are quartered with the Mintos of Scotland and with the 
Suffolks. If such matters were of value it would be 
easy to trace the Eliots through various families back 
to royalty itself. Perhaps on this account the motto 
Precedentibus Instar — ^in the footsteps of your ancestors 
— ^was adopted. Other Eliot mottoes are Occurent 
Nubes, clouds will intervene, and Non Sine Deo, not 
without God. 
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In gathering material for this brief sketch of the 
genealogy of the Elliott families the writer has failed 
to learn, from any reliable source, that there is any 
record in this country extending farther back than 
the sailing of the Faithful Steward, on which vessel 
the family sailed for America from Londonderry, 
Ireland, about, and probably in the year 1785, and 
it has been necessary to rely for information on the 
dim traditions which have filtered down through the 
generations to the surviving descendants of John and 
WilUam EUiott. 

About the year 1784 John Elliott, the oldest son, 
then about 22 years of age, was sent by his father to 
America on the vessel Lazy Mary, to see what the 
country was like and with instructions that if at the 
end of a year he thought they had better move there, 
he was to write them to do some impossible thing. 

They were wealthy people, had a large house, and 
at the appointed time he wrote them that he had been 
unable to build himself a house and asked them to 
send theirs over to him. Knowing what that meant, 
they at once prepared to move. This precaution 
was probably considered necessary because of the 
fact that all young men owed a certain number of 
years of military service to the government, and should 
he have written them to come and his letter have 
fallen into the hands of the authorities, they would 
probably not have been allowed to leave the country 
until such military service had been performed. 

When they sailed the party consisted of the father, 
five daughters, and two sons, Simon and William. 
There were also a number of cousins named Stewart 
and Lee, among them Maiy Lee, a young lady of 
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most remarkable grace and beauty. During the 
voyage the captain of the vessel became wildly in- 
fatuated with her and when they were nearing the 
American shore he told her of his affection for her. 
But she refused to consider his proposal or listen to 
his plea. This so mortified and disheartened him 
that he said he did not care what became of himself 
or his vessel, and in his despondency he got helplessly 
drunk. They were sailing along the coast of New 
Jersey in Mahogany Bay, on whose rocky shores 
many good ships have ended their last voyage. A 
gathering storm soon struck the shq), practically 
helpless without the guiding hand of the captain, and 
drove it on the rocks where the furious waves of the 
bay soon pounded it to pieces. All on board were 
drowned except the two brothers, Simon and William, 
who undertook to swim ashore and were thrown up 
on the beach in an imconscious condition, but finally 
survived. When the ship began to go to pieces, and 
all on board, except the drunken captain, realized that 
their last hour had come, the father brought out two 
bags of gold and asked his sons if they thought they 
could reach the shore with it. They looked at the 
gold which probably represented a considerable portion 
of their wealth, then at the storm that was sweeping 
everything to destruction, the huge breakers that were 
thundering against the rocks, and told him that if 
they could get ashore with their lives it was all they 
could hope for and that there was little hope even of 
that. 

There is a tradition that there was a third brother 
on the ship, a little boy named Andrew, and that one 
of his brothers, Simon or William, tried to swim ashore 
with him on his back, but Mrs. Anna Martha Moss, 
of Paden, Oklahoma, who is the only living grand- 
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daughter of William Elliott, and to whom I am in- 
debted for much valuable information in connection 
with this work, writes me that she never heard of 
any such boy and that she is positive there were but 
two brothers aboard the vessel. The two survivors 
of the wreck fell into the hands of wreckers or land 
pirates who infested the New Jersey Coast at that 
time. Many chests and boxes containing valuable 
goods belonging to the family were washed ashore 
and recognized by the two brothers, but everything 
was taken by those bandits of the coast, the owners 
not daring to chum anythmg and being ghid to escape 
with their lives. These two brothers, stranded on a 
desolate shore in a strange country without money 
or friends and but scant clothing, finally made their 
way to Pennsylvania where they found their brother 
John. The scenes among the passengers during the 
wrecking of the vessel were so frightful, so full of 
terror and despair, that no tongue or pen could describe 
them, and these men even after they had grown old 
could rarely be induced to talk about it. 

Away back somewhere in the dim past someone 
wrote a song of many verses concerning the Elliotts, 
Lees, and Stewarts, the shipwreck and the marvelous 
beauty of Maiy Lee. Old people, who used to read 
less and sing more than we do now, sang this song 
and it was very popular and sensational with them 
seventy-five or one hundrd years ago. As a literary 
effort it could hardly be considered a success but it 
tells something of the tragic tale that has come down 
to us in song and story through the intervening years. 
So far as I know there is no one who remembers any 
of this song except Mrs. Moss (previously mentioned), 
who sent me the following verses written from memory; 
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The Elliotts and the Lees 
And Stewarts of great f ame. 

They may lament and mourn 
For the lands they Ve left behmd. 

They may lament and mourn 

As long as they have days. 
For their friends and relations 

Lie in Mahogany's bays. 

As for that lovely damsel 

Called Mary Lee by name. 
Her beauty in particular 

I mean for to proclaim. 

Many handsome young men 

On her did cast their eyes, 
But to our great misfortune 

Among the dead she lies. 

Simon Elliott, who was a survivor of the wredc of 
the Faithful Steward, after living several years in 
Pennsylvania and Virginia, came west and located 
at the mouth of Copperas Creek, in Fulton County, 
Illinois, about five miles from Canton. The country 
was then new, land was cheap, and the rate of interest 
on money was high. He bought land at government 
prices, loaned mon^ and became wealthy. He had 
no family, lived and died a bachelor, and his estate 
which was settled by his nephew, John Elliott (2), 
was divided among the children of his brothers, William 
and John, sixteen of them in all. I have failed to 
learn the date of his birth or exact date of his death, 
which occurred in either 1848 or 1844. 

William Elliott, the other survivor of the wreck of 
the Faithful Steward, married Sarah Wilke, or Wilkey, 
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in Fennsylvania. They had eleven children named 
Charles, Andrew, John, Simon, Elizabeth, Isabel, 
James, Mary Jane and Sarah Ann who were twins, 
William and Elinore. None of them are living now, 
with the exception of Charles, who died young, all 
of them lived to be old. They all moved to Muskin* 
gwn County, Ohio and later to near Birmingham 
and Fairfield, Iowa, except Andrew and James who 
remained in Ohio. Some of Andrew's grandchildren 
are living there yet, but James had no children. 

John EUiott (1) was bom of protestant parents in 
northern Ireland in 1762. That part of Ireland was 
originally settled by protestant Scotch people, and it is 
probable that the Elliotts, Lees and Stewarts, were 
descendants of those old Scotch families. He came to 
this country, about 1784, a year or two previous to the 
sailing of the rest of the family. He was married in 
Fennsylvania about 1786 to Mary Miller, who was 
bom July 15th, 1767, and died near Remington, Hamil- 
ton County, Ohio, September 26th, 1840, aged 78 years. 
She was of German descent and was the sister of Sarah 
Lackey, who lived and died near Montgomeiy, Ohio, 
and Nancy Stewart, who has many descendants in 
Bureau and Marshall Counties, Illinois, as well as in 
Ohio. 

After their marriage they settled (probably in the 
spring of 1787), on a millsite that he had previously 
discovered on the Little Miami river at the mouth of 
Sycamore creek, in Hamilton County, Ohio, fourteen 
miles from where Cincinnati now is. For some time 
after their arrival there and until they built for them- 
selves a cabin, th^ lived in an immense sycamore tree» 
whose interior had decayed until it formed a room 
eleven feet in diameter. At first thought it might seem 
that they had rather limited room, but their quarters 
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were doubtless both more spacious and more comfortable 
than many have who are settlmg on the western prairies 
today. It was from this great tree that Sycamore 
creek derived its name. When they moved, their per- 
sonal effects consisted of a horse, a cow, a gun, an axe, 
and some small articles that the bride carried on the 
horse which she rode. The dense growth of heavy tim- 
ber along the river and over the surrounding country 
was full of thievish and hostile Indians who annoyed 
them greatly for several years. Once having heard 
that they were in danger of being massacred they took 
the horse and cow and a few things they could gather 
up hurriedly and carry conveniently and went down the 
Miami river to Fort Columbia, now Columbia. That 
night the Indians massacred the white people at Bloody 
Run. This was of course only one of the many disad- 
vantages under which they labored but they had sagac- 
ity, energy, courage, health and physical ability, and 
these are the characteristics that win in any country. 
They paid for, cleared, fenced, and farmed their land, 
planted an orchard, raised and educated a family of 
six children, three sons and three daughters, and later 
when the children were grown built a dam across the 
river, a flour mill, a saw mill, a wool carding mill, and a 
distillery. They sent the products of the mill and 
distilleiy, together with the pork which they packed, 
down the Ohio and Mississippi rivers to New Orleans, 
where they were sold. They also built a very large 
two-story stone house where their daughters were 
married and their sons came home with their brides 
before going out into the world to fight life's battles for 
themselves. That big old stone house, whose walls 
are two feet thick, will probably be standing there when 
the names of its builders and their nearer descendants 
shall have perished from the memory of man. He died

March 20th, 1843, in the eighty-second year of his age, 
and was buried at Remington, Ohio, by the side of her, 
who was the mother of his children, and who for more 
than half a century had shared with him his joys and 
sorrows, his hopes and fears, and endured with him the 
hardships and privations incident to pioneer life. The 
names of their children were Simon, Elcy , Sarah, Isabel, 
William, and John, their birth being in the order named. 
I am told by Mrs. Hettie Johnston, whose mother was 
a daughter of Elcy Elliott, that there were three other 
children who died in infancy, two being buried at Col- 
umbia and one at Sycamore church near the old home- 
stead. Mrs. Johnston got this information from her 
mother, and while it is doubtless correct, I never heard 
of it from any other source.

Hon. Simon Elliott (3), a retired farmer living in 
Princeton, HI., was bom near Remington, Ohio, Feb. 
10, 1827, and is now the oldest living descendant of 
John Elliott (1). He was educated in the common 
schools, and at Parker's Academy, Clermont County, 
Ohio; left Ohio Aug. 30, 1848, in company with Mat- 
thew G. Humphrey, and drove through to Princeton 
where they arrived Sept. 15, and the following year 
located on section seven, Dover Township, Bureau 
County, securing 160 acres of government land, for 
which he paid 75 cents an acre. He still owns this 
farm and it has the unique history of being the only 
one in the county which has been neither mortgaged nor 
transferred since the title passed from the government. 
He has always taken an active interest in political 
matters and public affairs, was several times supervisor 
of Dover Township and was one of the commissioners 
who supervised the building of the Court House in 
1860. On Dec. 1, 1875, he moved into Princeton 
for the purpose of educating his children. He was 
elected member of the Legislature on the Greenback 
Labor ticket in Nov., 1878, serving one term; was 
elected vice-president of the Illinois State Board of 
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Agriculture in 1886 and again in 1888, serving four 
years. The fi^t of his life came up in the Illinois 
House of Representatives during the consideration of 
the Stock Yards bill which he had introduced. This 
bill proposed to control the stock yards charges by 
law, and was opposed by the stock yards company, 
nearly all the Chicago members, the Speaker of the 
House and the influence of all the railroads running 
into Chicago and East St. Louis. The member from 
the stock yards district, the Hon. Sol. Hopkins, was 
a man of good abiUty, a forcible debater, relentless in 
his opposition, unscrupulous in his methods, and prided 
himself on his superior knowledge of parliamentary 
law, by which he has succeeded in defeating all former 
attempts at control at previous sessions, few if any 
previous bills having reached the stage of second 
reading. He intimated that he would make short 
work of defeating the bill, and that '"the old farmer" 
would be an easy victim. But in this case he was 
defeated in every attempt to *'kill the bill" and it 
was ordered to second reading. It was regarded as 
the most important bill of the session, and several 
days later when it came up for discussion on its merits, 
the fighting was fast and furious for half a day between 
its friends and opponents, who fought over every 
inch of the ground with a desperation that surprised 
themselves as well as their friends. Hopkins and 
his friends were again defeated and the bill was ordered 
to third reading. After the battle of the day was over 
the older members of the house gathered around ""the 
old farmer" and congratulated him on being the only 
man who had ever defeated Sol. Hopkins on parlia- 
mentary law, or fought him successfully on the floor 
of the house; but before the bill came up on third reading 
the secret influences that control so much of the

legislation of the country had gotten in their work, 
and the bill failed to pass. The newspapers claimed, 
however, that it cost $50,000 to defeat it. (E. F. E.) 

He was married April £3, 1856 at Low Point, Wood- 
ford County, 111., to Sarah A. McCoy, third daughter 
of William and Jane McCoy, who was bom in Brown 
County, Ohio, Jan. 28, 183S, and died in Princeton, 
HI., Jan. 12, 1907. She was buried beside her two 
children who had preceded her to that far away ooimtry, 
of which we have heard so much, and know so little. 
For more than half a century, she shared with me 
the joys and sorrows, the successes and defeats, that 
are incident to human life. She took more than her 
share of the toils and privations of our earlier years. 

The years rolled on, and ""the pale horse and his 
rider" invaded our home, and took away the best 
friend I had on earth. The '"grim monster" laid his 
icy hand on her loving heart and it ceased to beat. 
Her life blood froze in her veins, and she wilted like a 
flower cut down in a mid-summer day. 

I find myself vamly asking, "Is there no redress, 
no appeal? Is this the final decree of the court of 
last resort? Won't she come back some day, like one 
returning from a pleasant journey?" 

But the answer comes back with the echo, saying 
"Nevermore, nevermore."

Sept. 28, 
1906. He was one of several of the descendants of 
John Elliott (1) who made honorable military records 
in the civil war, and while he only served in the humble 
capacity of a private he found opportunity to demon- 
strate that he was the embodiment of every charac- 
teristic which distinguishes the good soldier. Having 
no personal knowledge of his army career, I 
have appealed to his captain, Robert Bruton, to whom 
I am indebted for the following; ''Robert R. EUiott 
enlisted Feb. 8, 1864, and was honorably discharged in 
July 1865. After his enlistment the regiment engaged 
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in all the Atlanta campaign which began May 1, 1864, 
and ended Sept. 5, 1864, and was one continuous great 
battle in which there was fighting night and day on 
some part of the line in an army of about one hundred 
and fifty-thousand men. After the campaign ended the 
regiment was ordered to Rome, Ga.,and took part in 
the battle of Altoona Mountain and those that were 
not kiUed were with Sherman's march to the sea and 
through South Carolina and North Carolina and on to 
Washington, ending in the Grand Review there. From 
Washington we were ordered to Louisville, Ky., and 
were mustered out and discharged at Springfield, Bl., 
July 10, 1865. Some of the battles in which we were 
engaged were Lay's Ferry, Rome Cross Roads, Dallas, 
New Hope Church, Kenesaw Mountain, Kickajack 
Creek ; July 22, east of Atlanta where McPherson was 
killed; July 28, Ezra Church, Jonesborough Station, 
Lovejoy Station, Altoona Mountains, took an active 
part in the last battle at Bentonville, N. C, and were 
at Derham Station when Gen. Joseph E. Johnston 
surrendered to Gen. Sherman." I assume that most 
men who were very long in the service during the 
civil war had frequent opportunities to show whether 
they were soldiers in fact as well as in name. An 
opportunity came to the subject of this sketch during 
a battle in which they were hard pressed by the enemy 
and their supply of ammunition nearly exhausted. 
Volunteers were called for, to carry a request for an 
additional supply. He immediately volunteered. It 
was necessary for him to cross an open space where he 
would be exposed to the hottest fire of the enemy and , 

everyone supposed that almost certain death awaited , 

the man who undertook it. Contrary to their expec- 
tations he reached his destination in safety. Later 
when asked if he had not been afraid of being killed 
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he replied, ''I never thought of it in that way; I only 
thought of what would become o%you fellows if I 
didn't get through." Capt. Bruton has said '^here 
was no braver nor more unselfish man in my regiment 
than R. R. Elliott" and the above seems to fully justify 
his estimate of the man. He was elected sheriff of 
Bjireau County in 1902 and died shortly before his 
term expired. [E. F. E.] He married Dec. 25, 1872, 
Sarah C. Ellis, b.

Third Generation and Descendants 

Gen. Isaac H. Elliott (3) was bom Jan. 25, 1837. 
Referring to his earlier life my father says: "When I 
came to Illinois he was about eleven years old, a bright 
little boy. The next summer he learned to plow com 
with a single horse. Everybody plowed com with a 
single horse then. He and Math. Humphrey and I 
worked together on his father's farm that summer. 
He learned rapidly at school, and when yet a small 
boy was considered the best speller in the school. A 
few brief years later he went to college at Ann Arbor, 
Michigan University. When he came home during 
vacations he didn't put on his best clothes and strut 
on the street, as young men sometipies do, but put on 
his working clothes and straw hat and came out to 
my place and went to work binding after a reaper, and 
prided himself that he was never caught on a station. 
He was the best man I had and always stayed until 
my harvest was over. He was always cheerful and 
had the happy faculty of infusing that same spirit of 
cheerfulness into others, with the result that no man 
sulked because he was tired or the weather was hot. 
When Saturday night came he saddled a colt and rode 
home (eight miles) and was back again before we had 
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our breakfast Monday moming." These things might 
not seem worthy of mention here but the best men I 
have ever known were more proud of their boyhood 
achievements than of anything accomplished in after 
life; they also show that "'the boy is father to the man." 
I have been wholly dependent on the ^'History of the 
Thirty-Third Regiment Illinois Veteran Volunteer 
Infantry" for the data which made it possible for me 
to write the military history of Gen. Elliott. This 
regiment had three colonels, Charles E. Hovey, Charles 
E. lippincott and Isaac H. Elliott, in the order named. 
Both of the former being dead it fell to Col. Elliott to 
write the history of the regiment, which he was well 
qualified to do, as he is scholar as well as soldier. Col. 
Hovey was president of Normal University at Bloom- 
ington, 01. when he raised the regiment, and this 
together with the fact that there were many learned 
men, not only among its officers but among the rank 
and file as well, led to its being called the '"Normal" 
or "Teacher's Regiment," and sometimes in derision, 
the "Brain Regiment." How well Col. Elliott has 
written his part of the history of his regiment, under 
the head of "General History," how he conducted 
himself as a soldier and how his comrades regarded 
him as an officer will be shown later on by quotations 
from sketches, written by members of the various 
companies, which constitute a considerable portion of 
the regimental history. The things which seem to me 
to stand out most prominently in his character are his 
physical courage, his hatred of the h3rpocrite, his loyalty 
to his friends, and the entire absence of egotism. 
Evidencing the latter is the fact that after reading the 
above mentioned history I found I had to depend 
almost entirely on the testimony of other contributors 
to the work for anything personal to him. After

devoting many pages to the ""Field and Staff" and 
*Xine Officers" severally, and to the soldiers in the 
ranks collectively, (and in some cases individually), 
he very generously (?) gave himself seven lines as 
follows: "'Isaac H. Elliott, Captain of Company £, 
followed Potter as Major and Lieut. Colonel; was 
promoted Colonel in September, 1865, and was made 
Brigadier General by brevet to date from March 13, 
1865. He was never absent from the regiment on any 
campaign, march or battle, except Fredericktown, and 
he was then a prisoner on parole. He now lives near 
Roswell, New Mexico." This is all he says of himself 
except where the mention of his name is absolutely 
necessary to the narrative. But his comrades were 
unwilling to allow him to hide behind his modesty 
as you will see by the following: J. H. Burham, 
Captain Company A, says; ""Col. I. H. Elliott's admir- 
ably written historical sketch of the most important 
movements of the regiment will be heartily welcomed 
by his old comrades. No other man has ever been 
connected with the regiment who possessed such an 
intimate acquaintance with the officers and men. 
He knew most accurately the feelings of all classes, 
and possessed enthusiastic love !for everything per- 
taining to its membership, its record and its military 
fame. In addition to these qualifications he has a 
most pleasing Uterary style and has the rare talent 
of giving descriptions of miUtary movements in ap- 
propriate military language." His account of the 
Vicksburg campaign has repeatedly been referred to 
as being as good as anything ever written on the sub- 
ject. The following over the signatures of Adjutant 
E. Aaron Gove and Captains Geo. £. Smith and Edward 
J. Lewis shows veiy effectually the estimate of his 
soldiership by those who served with him through the 
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war: ""Some of us are not willing to let Col. EUiott 
do all the stoiy telling, now that the fight is over. 
Elliott was Captain of Company E when the regiment 
first assembled. A graduate of Michigan University 
in the class of '61, he failed to get into the three months* 
service with his company of college boys, and so missed 
Bull Run. He had all the academic qualifications 
for the 'brain regiment,' and others equally valuable. 
Nature herself had been more lavish with good gifts 
to him than to most of us. Tall, dark, athletic, hand- 
some, vigorous and alert, both in body and mind, he 
looked to be our ideal soldier even before we knew 
his quality. A bom leader of men, the yoke of his 
authority did not gall his subordinates. His enthusiasm 
for the cause and devotion to duty were inspiring. 
The drill and discipline of his company soon attracted 
attention, and became an example. The first blood 
drawn by the enemy's lead was from his company. 
Wounded, overwhelmed and captured in his first 
fight — ^an affair at a railroad bridge — ^he worked 
untiringly for and finally secured an exchange, against 
obstacles which to most men would have been insur- 
mountable. This was his only absence from the 
regiment during its entire service. As early as March 
*62, he received a vote of confidence from the entire 
regiment, the only time the rank and file ever had a 
chance to vote. He had a just pride in the military 
appearance, drill, discipline and fighting efficiency 
of the regiment, and worked intelligently and un- 
ceasingly for its betterment. It went without saying 
during the service that he could get more out of them, 
either in drill, march or fight, than any other com- 
mander, and this after all is the supreme test. His 
place in the memory and hearts of his comrades of the 
entire regiment is secure. But what of the thirty- 
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seven years since the war closed? Elliott was elected 
treasurer of Bureau County while still in the service; 
he ran for Congress in 1872, but was beaten, mainly, 
no doubt, because the thirty-third Illinois did not 
reside in that district; he was a Giarfield elector in 
1880; was Adjutant General of Illinois from 1881 to 1884, 
and while in that office rescued the flags of the Illinois 
regiments from boxes in the basement of the Capitol 
and had them arranged for preservation in proper 
cases, under a custodian, in the present flag room; 
he also reorganized the National Guard of the State 
and formed them into regiments, and compiled and 
published, from the scattered records, a history of the 
Illinois volunteers in the Black Hawk and Mexican 
wars. He returned to his farm, where he lived until 
1894, when he went to New Mexico, and engaged in 
the cattle business. That he, and all his tribe, may 
live long and prosper, will be the sincere wbh of all 
his former comrades in arms." In this connection 
I want to use one more quotation. It seems the regi- 
ment was not particularly pleased with the treatment 
received on the way home and at Camp Butter after 
arrival there. One chilly day just before their dis- 
charge they were paraded in tiie form of a hollow 
square and for more than an hour shivered in the wind 
while some of the notables of the State lauded the 
regiment and gave them advice as to their future. 
Commenting on this, Conmiissary Sargeant L. H. Prosser 
says : "We could see that Col. Elliott was as impatient 
as we were. At the first opportunity he took the 
colors, stepped to the front, talked to us a few minutes 
about our past associations; then while tears were 
rolling down his cheeks, he bade us good-bye, and 
raising the flag above his uncovered head, bade the 
boys give it their last cheer. Their hats went off, 
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too, and lustily the 'Old Flag' that meant so much 
to them was given its last salute by the regiment as 
an organized body. This, their last parade, will be 
remembered — ^not for the addresses of the notable 
men, not for the north wind that chilled us to the 
nuurrow, but for the words and bearing of our beloved 
Colonel. He was a true leader of men. His presence 
inspired them to 'deeds of daring. His coolness in 
battle was their rock of safety. They admired his 
ability. His honesty was beyond question. He was 
their military hero. Other Colonels we had had — 
good and true men, all of them; but none of thiem 
filled the place in the affections of the men like Isaac 
H. Elliott. We had good reasons to believe that the 
Colonel fully reciprocated the affections of the men — 
that his chief care while in command of the regiment 
was their weU bemg. Time has not lessened in any 
degree that loyalty of the rank and file. In their 
gatherings the mention of 'Elliott' brightens the eye 
as the tongue speaks words of loving remembrance 
of him." He enlisted Aug. 19, 1861 and was discharged 
with his regiment Dec. 7, 1865. I don't think it 
necessary to enumerate the battles in which he was 
engaged as his history is the history of his regiment 
and the history of the regiment is the history of the war 
in the part of the country where it operated. (E. F. E.)
